| Three rea- And herein he bleth as it were thꝛe rea⸗ 
| tors, ſons to mene them withall. The firſt is 
of Gods great mercies , whenice her had 
called Dauid , The ſecond is of Gods in- 
| tent and purpoſe wher vnto hee called him, 
| The third of Dauids owne perſon , howe 
| faithfully, and howe truely he did execute 
that whercvnto he was called. The firſt 
argument o2 reaſon he compꝛehendeth in 
theſe wozds, He choſe Dauid his 2

fer, as they haue done befoze vs, we tan

The firff argument is the god conſide- 
ration of Gods mercies 2 he called

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Dauid, Mhich argument alone ts fo effec- 
tuall and ſtrong to ſtyꝛre vs vp to the obe⸗ 
dience of our calling, that it is able enough 
to rayſe vs againe, though we were neuer 
ſo deepe ſunken in rebellion? A ſure pzofe 
of the efficacie of it, may be vnto vs the oft 
and continuall vſe of it in the ſacred ſcrip⸗ 
tures. Foz ſeeing Gods ſpirite in his holy 
woꝛd doth ſo oft apply it, both as a helpe 


to confirme the godly, and as a pꝛeſent re⸗ 


medy to turne againe the moſt obdurate x 


wilfull ſinner from his obſfinafe purpoſe: 


ſurelp, except all p dewes of Gods mercies 
be meruailouſlye dzyed bp in our barren 
heartes, the ſame argument if we can well 
thinke of it, will be effecuall in vs to wozk 
our regeneration in the neweneſle of life. 
When God woulde haue Abraham to foz» 
get his countrey and his fathers houle, to 
goe that long and weary tourney into the 
lande of pzomiſe, where he and his poſte- 
ritie ſhould dwell after him, he confirmed 
bun with this ſaying: I am the Lord thy 
God,which brought thee out of Yr of the 
Caldeans. Wy this remembꝛaunce of hys 
foꝛmer benefifes, he perſwaded Abraham 
to aduenture all that he pzeſently enioped, 
bpon hope of a better pꝛomiſe, which yet be 

bad 
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had not ſeene,but which ſhoulde be fulfilled. 

When God would mwue the childzen of 
Abraham, that is the childzen of Jſraell to 
furne againe from their great iniquities, 
that they had ſo long p2actiſed in the hard⸗ 
neſſe of their hart, be vſeth but this argu⸗ 
ment, to tell them of all the myſeries that 
they were bozne in, they: countrey to be a Ioſu, 24, 
turſſed countrep, their fathers Jdolaters, . 
themſelues giuen ouer to all voluptuoul⸗ 10 
nes # pleaſure, not regarding God, noꝛ ſee- 
king his Religion. In which woeful effate 
when the Loꝛd did beholde them, he pittied 
their miſerye, and ſayde even then vnto 
them, You ſhall liuc, -By which pꝛomiſe o = 
their fozmer woe vaniſhed away, and in 
ſterde of nakednes, they were clothed with 
b:oyd2ed wozke, they were conered with 
fine filke, decked with many oznaments, & 
had a crowne of beauty vpon their heades. 
Now therefoze that they ſhould not walke 10ſu. 23, c 


in their owne wayes, 02 commit Jdolatry 


as other Gentiles did, noꝛ freade ſuch be⸗ Ea 3, 34 
nefites bnder their fete: this argument as Exe, rs, 
a ſtrong medicine the Pꝛophet repeated ol⸗ 
ten, and with manp wwoꝛds. 
Thus God dealt oft with the Ringes of . Sam, 1a, 
Ifrael and ot Juda, when they began to fal 7,3,5, 
A. iui. a wap, 
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2,571 aWaye, and walke as other Pations wal- 
1.R:2,14, ked that were roundabout them. Yecal- 
2,9,9 led them backe, by putting them offe in 

, Keg, 16 minde. how his mercy had beene with them 
*,3,+ and from what lowe eſtate he had rayſed 
them vp. Thus the Pꝛophet of God dealt 

| Toſua:24,2, qften with the people. Ioſua when he had 
bꝛought them into the land of Canaan, fo 

the ende they might feare God, and make 

their dwelling ſure, hee made vnto them a 

long repiticion of Gods benefites, that by 
remembꝛaunte of them, they dull ſpyꝛites 

might be ſtirred vp the moze obediently to 

follow G O D. Samuel, when he was a⸗ 

1. Sam. 10,8 frayd of Gods heany diſpleaſure towardes 
the people of Iſrael , becauſe they had aſ- 

ked a Ring ſoꝛ them: fo the end they might 

furne awape Gods anger from them by 

their ſpeedye repenfaunce, he tolde them 

what God had done befoze fo2 them, as a 

ready waye to make them beware afters 

warde, how they did wyllingly offende ſo 

Acts v, louing a father. Steuen, when he woulde 
haue perſwaded thoſe, whoſe intquifye 

was nowe growen fo a full meaſure, that 

they had crucified Chꝛiſt, as though in thys 

alone were the greateſt hope of amende⸗ 

ment, he choſe no other waye to conuert 

them 
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them but this, to ſhewe in long exhoꝛtation 
what God bath done foz them, and foz their 
Fathers. And this, as in the beginning it 
was giuen by the holy Ghoſt to man, as a 
ſoueraigne medicine to kepe hym karre 
from vnthankfulneſſe: ſo it hath beene con⸗ 
finued by the ſame Spirit from tyme fo 
tyme, to ſtyꝛre vs vp not fo fozget the Lo2d 8 
Dur ſaniour Chzilt to make his Diſciples 
ſure, and that they ſhonlde neuer ſh2inke 
fo2 aduerſity, he told them often this, that 
they had not chofen him, but hee had cho- 
fen them. Saint Paule, when he woulde 
mono the Corinthians foz to atiopd the falſe , Cor. iu, 
Apoſtles, and to follow Chziſte, he perſwa- 
ded them thus, that in times paſt they were 
Gentiles, and were willingly lead away 
to dum Idols. And againe, to the Epheſians; Ephe, 2, t. 
You were in times paſt deade in treſpaſſes 
and ſinnes, you walked after the Prince 
that ruleth in the ayre, after the ſpitit that 
nowe worketh in the children of diſobe- 
dience : but God who is ritch in mercies, 
through the great loue wherewith hee lo- 
ued vs, euen whẽ ye were dead, hath quick 
ned vs in his tonne Chrift. 
This argument, deereiy beloved, ſcing 
it is ſo ſtrong, let vs apply it _ our 

lues, WY 
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ſeiues, foz our diſeaſe cleaueth faſt vnfo 
our bones with long confinuaunce,and we 
haue neede of ſharpe medicine fo heale it 
againe. Let vs therefoze vſe it (J beſeche: 
yon) and if Gods ſpjrite haue not foꝛſaken 
vs, that we be vncurable, no doubt we ſhal 
recouer and growe to amendment. Let vs 
ſ& our owne eſtate, 4 what God hath done 
foz vs, what clowdte dayes haue gone o⸗ 
ner our heads, and in howe fapze Sunſhine 
we be ſet againe, and no doubt where ſinne 
hereafter ſhall allure vs as befoze, it wyll 
make vs afrayd of his deceitfull baite, and 
we will neuer be bzonght to p beauty of the 
golden cup, to dzinke of the ſpirituall whoz- 
domes that are within. Me were in times 
R 12 paſt Gentiles, and vncircumcized people: 
| " nowe Chꝛiſt hath pulled downe the wall 

of deſperation, and made vs all one, euen 
his Childꝛen of adoption. Me were aly- 
aunts from the common wealth of Jſraell,. 
now we are recetued as Cittizens, in the 
company of his faithfull. We were ſtraun⸗ 
gers from the Couenaunt and pꝛomiſe, 
nowe Chꝛiſt hath deliuered a newe Teſta⸗ 
ment, in which we alfo are witten heyꝛes 
of mercy..

ſubiect, all is one. The remembꝛaunte of 
Gods mercymaſt make vs all thankfull, 
were we neuer ſo mighty. This cogitati⸗ 
on muſt baniſh farre from vs the pꝛide of a 
kingdome, to thinke howe God hath rayſed 
vs from the ſheepefoldes. UWhoſoener can 
ſay thus: J haue beene bond, but J am free: 
J haue bene in daunger, 3 am in ſafety ; J 
baue bene fearefull and trembling, Jam 
careleſſe ; J haue beene full of fozrow, now 
my ſoule is at reſt: I baue biene in myſe⸗ 
rie, I am in dignity: 3 haue bene a pꝛyſo⸗ 
ner, q am a Pꝛinteſſe.

owne wife he was killed; Bibulus a Noble 00

ry at ali his valiant Ades, and rode thzough 
the Stfrecfe,in the pꝛide of his Trimmph, a 
Tyle falling from the bouſe, ſtroke ſo deepe 
into his head, that it killed him pꝛeſentlpe. 
Iulius Cæſar, in winning the Neſt part of 
the Wosld, in fifty and one ſet battailes, ne⸗ Iulius Cæ- 
ner receiued daungerous ſtroke: yet after fir. 
al his daungers ſo happuly eſcaped, at home 
in the Senate houſe, in the middeſt of bys 
Hobilitie, and in his Parliament robes. het 
retetued foure and twenty wounds, and all 
of them deadly. Many ſuch examples are be 
ſoꝛe our epes, to make vs beware and take 
bede of ſecurity, when anp danger is paſt: 
and to take herde of foꝛgetfulnes, when wee 
haue receiued mercy.

Take away 
Diſpenſations, Pluralities, Totquots, Non⸗ 
reſidences, and ſuch other ſinnes Pull 
downe the Court of Faculties, the Bother 
and Nurce of all ſuch abhominations, I tel 
you this befoze GD D, that quickeneth all 
thinges,and befoꝛe our Lo2d Jeſus Chꝛiſt, 
that ſhall judge the quicke and the dead in 
his appearaunte, and in his kingdome: a- 
mende theſe hoꝛrible abuſes, and the Loꝛde 
is on pour right hande, pon (hall not be re⸗ 
moued fo2 euer. Let theſe thinges alone, 
and God is arighteous God, he wyll one 
day tall pon fo your reckoning , The Sed

An excellent vertue, and mefe 
fog king Dauid, that was a man accozding 
to the hart ol God : Ne kitew that obedience 
people were neuer better ruled, then o 
they2 Pzmnees bzought into taptiuitp 
owne vnderſtanding, and in umplicitye of 
hart wore obedient only to the wiſedom ol 


God. He had to god experience of his own 


wildome, x hav tryed it often, how it made 
him to rebel: therfoze to pleaſe God effec- 
tna!ſp,hewalked in his ſimplicity. O that 
our Chꝛiſtſan Pꝛinces had ſo great mea⸗ 
ſure of Gods holy Spirite;how'many and 
areeuousburthens ſhoulde then bee taken 
from vs, that now Chꝛiſtian eies and eares 
can hardly behold and heare. How many 
ſins ſhould be extinct and buried, that nowe 
vaine pollicie doth maintaine and ſtreng⸗ 
then, The time is paſt, and J wyll ſay no 
moe.
